good to be an American; it seems that 
I hav e been gone ten y ears.” 
There 
was no hitch in the homecoming o f . 
the ex p lorer who rep orted v ia the 
Shetland Islands on Sep t. 1 that he 
had u nfu rled the American flag at the 
north p ole on Ap ril 21, 19 08 . 
“I feel glad to get ashore,” he said 
to those w'ho wrere grou p ed abou t him 
on the dock . 
“It seems abou t ten 
y ears since I left, instead of only tw’o 
and a half.” New York p ap ers which 
had been brou ght on board contained 
long rep orts concerning Commander 
Peary ’s achiev ement. 
Dr. Cook read 
them carefu lly , then said: 
“There, is nothing here, and I rhall 
wrait u ntil something more definite is 
p u blished before say ing any thing fu r­ 
ther on the m atter.” 
Aside from this 
short reference to Peary , Dr. Cook ’s 
ex p ressions chiefly concerned the joy 
of his arriv al at home. 
The first tu gs bearing the adv ance 
gu ard of newsp ap er men from New 
York , reached the Oscar II. last night, 
bu t no one was allowed aboard the 
v essel ex cep t Anthony Fiala, the Arc­ 
tic ex p lorer, who is a friend of Dr. 
Cook . 
He swu ng himself u p from a 
tu g, held a brief conv ersation with the 
ex p lorer, and dep arted. 
The p assen­ 
gers, inclu ding Dr. Cook , watched with 
amu sement the v ain attem p ts of the 
rep orters to get aboard, and Dr. Cook 
shou ted: 
“Glad to see y ou , boy s,” as 
the rep orters endeav ored to mak e 
them selv es heard throu gh a mega­ 
p hone. 
The Oscar II. made her w ay slowly 
to Qu arantine so as to reach there 
abou t 8 :30 this morning. 
There Mrs. 
Cook , accomp anied by the two chil­ 
dren, Dr. Cook 's brother William, Dr. 
Roswell, O. Stebbins and J. Knowles 
Hare of the ex ecu tiv e committee of 
the Arctic clu b of America, and one or 
two others were waiting on a tu g. Dr. 
Stebbins and Mr. Hare had obtained 
p ermission to board the liner. 
After 
they greeted Dr. Cook he joined his 
wife on the tu g and wait transferred I 
from there to the steam boat Grand j 
Rep u blic, which 
carried a p arty of | 
friends and enthu siasts down the bay 
to meet him. 
The Grand Rep u blic 
took him to the Brook ly n water front, 
whence he made his entry into the 
city by au tomobile. 
More than a thou sand p ersons were 
on the Grand Rep u blic, bu t the bor­ 
ou gh of M anhattan was not officially 
rep resented. 
Bird S. Coler, p resident 
of the borou gh of Brook ly n, officially 
welcomed him there. The greatest re­ 
cep tion, howev er, was held in Dr. 
Cook ’s home section of Brook ly n at 
the Bu shwick clu b at noon. 
Soon 
after that Dr. Cook joined his family 
at the W aldorf Astoria. 
His p lans, 
with the ex cep tion of being the gu est 
pf honor at the banq u et of the Arctic 
clu b of America, to be held at the 
W aldorf on Thu rsday night, hav e not 
been annou nced. 
Mu sic, cheering and a disp lay of col­ 
ors greeted Dr. Cook when he set 
foot in Brook ly n. 
A triu mp hal arch 
had been erected op p osite his old 
home, u nder which the p arade of au ­ 
tomobiles, with the ex p lorer in the 
foremost, p assed enrou te to the Bu sh­ 
wick clu b. 
There his old friends and 
neighbors felicitated him u ntil he saw 
fit to withdraw for the rest he su rely 
needs.

The p rop erty loss in New Or­ 
leans will ex ceed $100,000 and many 
hou ses were u nroofed and frail bu ild­ 
ings In nu merou s instances were p ar­ 
tially destroy ed. W ith all wires down 
it is imp ossible to ascertain the loss 
of life or p rop erty along the gu lf 
coast. The track s of the Lou isv ille & 
Nashv ille 
railroad 
were 
inu ndated 
some twenty miles east of New Or­ 
leans, and it is imp ossible to say when 
a resu mp tion of traffic will begin. The 
list of dead at New Orleans:

NEW POPULATION 


What Was Done Last Year in the Way 
of Immigration. 
W ashington, Sept. 21.—:By the arriv­ 
al and departure of aliens a net in­ 
crease of 573,551 in the population of 
the United States was scored during 
the last fiscal year, against an increase 
of 209 ,8 67 the previous year. 
There 
was a falling off in immigration from 
728 ,8 70 aliens during the previous fis­ 
cal year to 751.78 6 the past year, and 
the total inward passenger movement, 
representing immigrant and non-immi­ 
grant aliens admitted, aliens debarred 
and United States citizens arriving, 
numbered 103,392. 
The aliens residing abroad and mak ­ 
ing a merely tem porary trip to the 
United States are classed as non-immi­ 
grant 
aliens. 
There 
were 
9 24,69 5 
aliens, including the non-immigrants 
admitted into this country during the 
last fiscal year. 
These figures are 
given in the 
August immigration re­ 
port of the departm ent of commerce 
and labor.

where the mon ey goes. 
He is con ­ 
du ctin g this in v estigation with a v iew 
to redu cin g the ex pen ses it is said. 
Press reports also say that he has 
already made con siderable in v estiga­ 
tion of the su bject. 
It seems that the gov ern or wou ld 
n ot hav e to in v estigate v ery far be­ 
fore he fou n d that the State edu ca- 


aeeordin gly there can be n o dou bt 
that the stan dard of the u n iv ersity 
mu st su ffer. These u n iv ersities hav e 
been clamorin g for more fu n ds for 
y ears— n ot that the mon ey might be 
spen t more freely an d with less econ ­ 
omy bu t that the stan dard of these 
in stitu tion s might be kept on a lev el 
with the in stitu tion s of other States. 
A redu ction of the allowan ce to the 
State edu cation al in stitu tion s wou ld 
n ot on ly be ail in ju stice to the in sti­ 
tu tion s bu t to the people who hav e to 
pay the bills. 
It is believ ed that the 
tion al in stitu tion s are n ot on ly n ot people of In dian a place the edu ca- 
'pen din g the people’s mon ey lav ishly

Hardly a y ear 
passes that on e of the best profes­ 
sors in the two great edu cation al in ­ 
stitu tion s of the State, In dian a Un i­ 
v ersity an d Pu rdu e, does n ot go to 
an other u n iv ersity . 
Why ? 
Becau se 
a u n iv ersity in an other State offers 
him more mon ey . 
An d more than 
that there is hardly a y ear passes 
that more than on e of the best pro­ 
fessors in these u n iv ersities dio n ot 
refu se better fin an cial offers simply 
becau se of 
sen timen t 
They 
hav e 
property in the u n iv ersity town , they 
hav e relativ es there, they hav e spen t 
mu ch of their life there perhaps, an d 
con sequ en tly they 
prefer 
to 
stay 
there ev en at a sacrifice as far as 
salary goes. 
It is safe to say that if salary 
alon e figu red in the case In dian a Un i­ 
v ersity an d Pu rdu e Un iv ersity wou ld 
both be destitu te of good high class 
men in a y ear’s time. 
An d the rea­ 
son is that these two in stitu tion s do 
n ot hav e the fu n ds at their disposal 
that other great in stitu tion s 
hav e. 
Man y cases can be cited at these two 
in stitu tion s alon e to prov e the asser­ 
tion s made abov e. 
The atten dan ce is growin g larger 
each y ear an d growin g larger rapidly 
too. 
Larger classes mean more in ­ 
stru ctors. 
Un less the allowan ce for 


tion of their son s an d dau ghters 
abov e the few cen ts on the hu n dred 
dollars worth of tax able 
property .
